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INTRODUCTION 


In  our  environment  man  is  constantly  receiving  information,  inter¬ 
preting  it,  and  acting  on  it.  The  present  bibliography  encompasses  the 
literature  dealing  with  the  final  two  stages  of  this  process.  Information 
processing  is  the  psychological  label  that  has  been  used  to  describe  the 
cognitive  activities  that  play  a  mediating  role  between  environmental 
stimuli  and  responses  that  individuals  make.  The  general  areas  that  are 
covered  in  this  bibliography  deal  with  the  research  covering  the  areas  of 
information  storage  (memory)  and  action  implementation  (decision  theory 
and  problem  solving) . 

The  main  sources  that  were  reviewed  to  compile  the  present  bibliography 
included  the  leading  psychological  journals  and  the  United  States  Government 
Technical  Reports.  The  literature  was  classified  by  subject  area  and  within 
each  area  the  references  were  listed  alphabetically  by  first  author. 
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
